It Johni. N. F.. June S6.— The Ori- 
ent Steam XaviRation company steam- 
er Lusitaoia (Captain McNay) from 
LtT«rpool, June 18, for Montreal, hmv- 

tag 300 past'nRprs on board, ground- 
ed off Capo Hallard. Tlie Luaitanla 
was bound round Capo Race for Mon- 
treal, with a large cargo and a ship- 
load of paaiengeri. Bhe mistook her 
eourae in a dense fog and went 
ashore npar Renews, 20 miles north of 
Cape Rart', b< f(iir daylneak. The 
ship ran over u reef and bangs against 
a ellff. 

Th« pftssengera, who ara mostly 
emigrants, were panic stricken. Thoy 

Btampcd<>d and fought for the bouts, 
but were overcome by tho officpis and 
( rt w who secured control after great 
trouble and a prolonged struggle with 
th« rougher element among the pas- 
MBgers, who used knives. The wo- 
men and children were first landed 
and the men followed. The crew 
Btood by the ship. A heavy sea was 
running, but at latest advices the Lus- 
itania was holding her own. It was 
thought likely, however, that she 
would prove a total wreck. 

The disaster occurred miles frdin 
the nearest tel. ^raph station. Relief 
steamers are fitting out to go to the 
scene of the wreck. It la said the 
large cargo will be salvaged. It 1b re- 
ported here that a boat load of people 
from the Lusitania was upset and that 
20 persons were drowned. 

The latest reports from the scene 
show that the wreck of the Lusitania 
did not result In any loss of life. All 
the passengers escaped, although sev- 
eral of them were injured. The miss- 
ing boat load of pasengers landed 
safely. 

Filipino Rascal to Be Hanged. 
Washington, June 26.— The records 

of several court martlals of Filipinos 
have been received at the war depart- 
ment from Manilla. A native servant 
of police, Pablo Tabarea. ordered two 
of his policemen to induce I'livate 
George O. Hill, Company H. Eigh- 
teenth Infantry, to enter the ser- 
geant's house in the pueblo of Caba- 
tuan. Once in Tabares treated the 
American with lavish hospitality and 
pressed glasses of vino upon him un- 
til the saldler was hadly intoileated. 
The sergeant then ordered the two po- 
licemen to take the unfortunate man 
outside the pueblo and kill him. He 
was found guilty of murder and also 
of arson, having caused about 500 
dwellings In Cabatuan to be burned. 
He was sentenced to be hanged. 

Work of Anti-Cierleal Meba. 

Valencia. Spain. June 26.— A mob 
of anti-clericals surrounded a church 
here while jubilee services were pro 
ceeding, smashed the windows and 
blocked the doors to prevent the de- 
parture of the procession. Many wo- 
men fainted and a great uproar en- 
sued. The ptilice finally enabled the 
procession to start. The mob then 
proCMded to the archbishop's resi- 
dence and to the Carmelite convent 
and broke the windows of those build- 
logs. A placard has been posted In 
several of the churches at Gijon. an- 
nouncing that all the churches (if the 
diocese will be burned. The cburchcii 
of the Tillages of Norena and San 
Juan have already been destroyed by 
loceadiaries^ 

Italy Pays No Bounty. 

Washington, June 26.— An ofBcial 
statement from the Italian govern- 
ment was communicated to the state 
department to the effect that Italy 
paid BO niport bounty m ittiw. This 
action by the Italian authorltlea fol- 
lows eight days from the Issuance of 
Secretary Gage's treasury order stis- 
pwidinc the llQuldation of all sugar 
Importtd from or produced In Italy 
on tha ground that the trwMunr had 
Information leading to the baltof that 
Itallaa au gar raealvod a bou nty. • 

Charges Against Minister Wu. 
Philadelphia. June 26.— At a meet- 
ing of the Chinese-American society 
held here resolutions were unani- 
mously adopted protesting against the 
selection of Wa Ting Fang. Chinese 
minister, as orator of the day at the 
Fourth of July celebration in this 
city. The resolutions allege that "Mr. 
Wu covertly aided the Boxers in their 
massacre of the Christians in China ' 
and "baa been mlsiaadlBg tbt public 
by his statements in ragard to bit po- 
Bitlon toward them." 

Jubilee Procession Attacked. 
Pampoluna, Spain, June 26 — The 
tact that ajK>ldier omitted to take off 



his cap while a Jubilee procession was 
passing kd to a serious conflict be- 
tween civilians and military men dur- 
ing which swords, sticks and fists 
were frtaly used. The procession was 
broken up and many persons were in- 
jured. Order was finally restored by 
the poUca. 

FSAUDB AT MA IILLA. 

Manager Pitt Afc|ultte<1, But the 
Verdict Will Be Recontldered. 

Manilla, June 26.— Harold M. Pitt, 
manager of Evans tt company, gov- 

emment conti^ctors, who has been on 
trial on charges of iniprfiperly pur- 
chasing government stores was ac- 
quitted. Four other purchasers of 
commissary stores were found guilty 
and fined tl.000 each. Pitt waa ac- 
quitted by a military court composed 
of volunteer officers. Provost Mar- 
shal Davis considers Pitt was con- 
victed on bis own adnissions and has 
ordered a r^onslderatlon of the ver- 
dict Those sentenced were Clarke 
and Boldt, a Spaniard namod Rlva 
and a Chinaman, Wung Ting. 

Bryan on Feraker's Speech. 

Watertown, N. Y.. June 26. — Wll 
liam J. Bryan was met lu re by a large 
crowd. He addressed a large audi- 
ence at the state armory on ' Civiliza- 
tion," and in the evening he lectured 
again on "The Conquering Nation." 
In a reply to Senator Forakcr's 
speech at Columbus, O.. Mr. Bryan 
said: "When Senator Foraker says 
that I am the only intelligent man 
who does not admit that the defeat of 
1896 was a blessing to the country, 
he makes an unjust reflection upon 
the Inteligenc- (jf more than 8,000.000 
people, for there are that many who 
do not believe a Democratic victory 
in 1896 would have brought disaster 
to the nation, and they are all sufll- 
ciently intelligent to deserve the re- 
spect of Senator Foraker." 

Killed His Father. 

Mount Clemens, MIob., June 26. — 
Homer Bliss, who was arrested sev- 
eral days ago on suspicion of killing 
his father, whose badly decomposed 
body was found on his farm, con- 
fessed, claiming it was accidental. 
According to the boy's confession 
he found his father June 3 about to 
commit suicide. In the struggle over 
the gun he had it was accidentally 
discharged, Homer says, instantly 
killing the father. The next day Ho- 
mer buried the body, leaving it in the 
ground until June 14, when he ex- 
humed it. Placing it on a wheelbar- 
row he moved It to the spot where 
it was found. Here he propped it 
against a stump and tied the gun to 
a sapling to make it appear his father 
had committed suicide.

Admiral Schley on Medals. 

New York, June 26. — Admiral 

Schley, in thanking the Gloucester 
naval command of Brooklyn for elect- 
ing him an honorary member of the 
organization, says in his letter refer- 
ring to war medala: "Touching tha 
matter of your reference to a medal, 
I have always believed that nations 
ough of right to perpetuate the great 
events of their history, rather than 
these of the lives of participautf, and 
leave to the Judicial calm of historic 
Judgment to parpatuate in bronie 
those who may •have honored them- 
selves by deeds of honor wrought for 
home, for flag, for country. No, my 
maxim bae been steadfastly. '<.brough 
nearly a half century of service, my 
country first, last and all tb* time, 
after my l ove of Qod." 

Started by Combustion. 

Chicago, June 26.— One employe, H. 
M. Cutting, was seriously burned, and 
several other jiersnns were panic- 
stricken by a fire which partially de- 
stroyed the wholesale paint and var- 
nish establishment of Devoa * Ray- 
nolds, 176 Randolph street. Tha flro 
started in the fourth and top story, 
from spontaneous combustion, the 
outburst of fiame being followed by 
several small explosions. In one of 
these Cutting was hurt Ouests at tha 
Bismarck hotel adjoining and at the 
Briggs House opposite rushed from 
the respective buildings, but none 
were injured. The Ices on building 
and Btock aggf gates $70.00 0. 

Philippine War Net Over. 
Paris. June 26.— A correspondent of 
La Presse of this city who intarrlew 
ed Agonclllo, Agulnaldo's European 
agent at Marseilles, previous to his 
departure for Hongkong, quotes the 
Filipino as saying that the struggle 
to tha PhiUppinas It fW ftrom being 
over. He admitted that tha capture 
of Agulnaldo diminished tha chances 
of success, but be asserted that the 
Americans, like the British in the 
Transv^. wiU find they are purchas- 
ing thair coBQaast too dearl y. 

Depaw Makes Hit Will. 
New York. June 26.— Senator 

Cbauncey M. Depew has just made his 
last will and testament, not because 
ha it ill. but because he sailed for 
Europa, and ha beliaves in being on 
the safe aid*. The ceremony of sign- 
ing the will took place in the senator's 
office in the Qraad C«otral station. 



Rochester, N. Y., June 26.— Striking 
laborers numbering l.dOO had a brisk 
encounter with the police, in which 11 
policemen and 20 rioters were injured. 
The riotera set out as several times 
batora, to drive oft the laborera who 
were at work on street improvements. 
At Mill and Commercial streets they 
encountered 50 laborer! employed by 
the Rochester Gas and Electric ( om- 
pany in digging a trench and advanc- 
ed on them and drove them from the. 
trench. The workers sought refuge in 
the power house of the company. 

The police reserves were drawn up 
in a platoon of 50 across the street 
and upon orders advanced with drawn 
duba upon the mob. Immediately 
the air was filled with brickt, stones 
and wood, and shovels and picks In 
the hands of the striki rs weie r.sed 
freely. Amid the melee a slioi lang 
out and Sergeant Stein, commanding 
the platoon ordered the policemen to 
fire over the heads of the strikers. 
This had the desired effect. 1 ne strik- 
ers scattered and the police chased 
them thningli the' streets to the city 
hall park, where they were cornered. 
Police reinforcements were hurried to 
the scene of the riot, but their ser- 
vices were not required. The injur- 
ies sustained by several of the police- 
men are of a serious nature. The 
hurts of the rioters were mostly scalp 
wounds Inllicted by the officers' clubs. 

Wage Scale For Tin Workers. 
Cleveland, June 26. — As the result 
of a conference between the American 
Tin Plate company and representa- 
tives of the American Tin Workers' 
Protective association, which has been 
in session for several days, a wage 
scale has finally been agreed upon by 
the conferees. ,It is understood the 
new scale gives' the workmen an ad- 
vance of about seven per cent. The 
men asked for a 10 per cent increase. 
The new scale will affect about .SO- 
000 workman and will go into affect 
July I. 

Reading Stril<e. 
Reading, Pa., June 26.— Thirty ad- 
ditional Reading railway shopmen 
struck while six endeavored to return 

to work, but were refused employ- 
ment. During the day at the various 
meetings of the unions represented in 
the company's system, the men were 
counseled to remain away from com- 
pany property and observe temperate 
habits. It is said that the company in 
anticipation of trouble with the train- 
men has placed extra men on many of 
the trains. 



Machinists Out. 

Pittston. Pa.. June 2G. — Two hun- 
dred machinists are on strike at the 
Coxton yards of the Lehigh Valley 
Railroad company. Pickets from the 
strikers' ranks patrol the shops. 

KnighU of St John. 
Cincinnati, Jqm 26. — A large num- 
ber of amendments to their constitu- 
tion were adopted by the Catholic 

Knights of at. John In their session 
Wednesday. The salary of the su- 
preme secretai-y was Increased from 
11,000 to 11,500 a year and the union 
label was ordered on all future print- 
ing. The minimum size of eligible 
commanderies was changed from 10 
to It membara.

Rottenlani. June -tJ. — .Mr. KruRer.

— When the senate as 
a high court of Justice reassembled, 
continuing the trial of Marquis De 
Lur-Sahu cs, chargtd with treason, 
the public prosecutor, M. Bernard, re- 
sumed his speech, which was inter- 
rupted Tuesday by the adjournment 
of th9 court. He dwelt at length on 
the participation of the marquis in 
the intrigues of the anti-Republican 
leagues and demanded his punish- 
ment.

Kaiser Places an Order Here. 

•New York, June 26. — It has been 
deflnitt ly s< ttled that the German 
kaiser will have a new yacht built in 
this country. A firm in this city has 
received an order through the Ger- 
man embassy in Washington to de- 
sign a yacht somewhat on the lines of 
the Induna. the American yacht now- 
owned by the emperor. The new ves- 
sel will measure about 120 feet on 
the water line, which is 10 feet longer 
than the Induna. Other dimensions 
have not yet been decided upon and 
the designbra have practically carta 
blanche.

Peru, Ind., June 26. — Sixteen per- 
tons were killed and about 50 were 
seriously injured In tha wreck of train 
No ;;. the west bound Wabash limit- 
ed, nine miles west of this city. The 
dead were all emigrants, en route to 
Colorado. Many of the injur^-d un- 
doubtedly will die. The dead— Six- 
teeen Italian emigrants, namea un- 
known; interpri'ter missing. 

Two sections of train No. 3. one 
coming from Detroit and the (4her 
from Toledo, were consolidated in 
this city Into a train of 11 cars, mak- 
ing up the flyer for its Journey to St 
Louis. It consisted of a combination 
bair^'atie and (\ press, combination 
ban^jag" and sninlier. <lay coach, emi- 
grant coach, thiee chair cars, three 
sleepers and the private car of Gen- 
eral Superintendent William Cotten. 
Iron Mountain railway. Having left 
this city one hour late the train was 
speeding westward at a high rate, 
when, at a point nine miles west, the 
engine plunged through a trestle 
which had been undermined by the 
recent heavy rains. The embankment 
on both sides of tho little stream 
dropped at a .'■hari) degree a distance 
of 40 feet. Owiiiti to the momentum 
of the train, the engine appeared to 
have leaped nearly across the abyti, 
plunged Into the soft earth on the op- 
posite side and fell back to tha bot- 
tom. Engineer Butler and Fireman 
Adams were thrown from the cab but 
not seriously hurt The expr< ss car 
and the first car were telescoped. The 
emigrant car followed by two chair 
cars went down on the left side of tha 
track and tiist sleeper pitched for- 
ward upun the mass of debris. Its 
windows and trucks were broken but 
none of the occupants were Injured. 
The remaining cars also left their 
trucks but were not badly damaged. 

It was in the emigrant and day 
coai lies ilial most uf the deaths and 
injuiies occurred. 

Heavy foliage lined the banks oa 
both sides of the culvert, the ap 
proach to whi: h was tner a "reverse 
curve." There was alisolutely no 
means by wii;( h the engine crew < ould 
see the impending danger. In fact 
the engine ran out upon the trestle 
before the structure gave way. The 
night' was intensely dark. For a few 
minutes after the fatal plunge and 
dreailf\il roar of crashing tinitiers a 
deathlike stillness prevailed which 
was only broken by the cries of the 
injured. 

Trainmen caught up their lantem 
and rushed to the neighboring farm 
hi>uses for assistance. The farmers, 
with their wives and children, bear- 
ing torches, hastened to the scene and 
all efforts were bent to giving aid to 
the Injured. 

The Official Report. 
St Louis, June 2b. — The official re- 
port of DIvisipn Superintendent E. A. 
Gould to I'/^sident itamaey of the 
Wabash sy.'teni, states that l.'f Italian 
emigiants were killed, tliiee are sup- 
posed to be fatally injured, U serious- 
ly and 81 slightly biulsed and scratch- 
ed. Fifty-one of the the total number 
of injured and killed are passengers 
ami seve-n are euiployts of the Wa- 
bash railroiid. Uti<> woman, a passen- 
ger. Is missing. The name of one of 
the dead has been obtained, that of 
Faania Mulvia, address unknown. Mrs. 
Joa Orote. whose husband w as badly 
injured and whose residence is not 
known, is missing. The fatally injur- 
ed are: Luigl Venial, Mrs. .Mattie 
Cruse, Costergate, Utah; an unknown 
Italian. The accident was caused by 
a washout at a culvert Instead of a 
trestle aa reported.

The First Aaaiataol Poatmaatar Gen- 
eral tiHs {iroinuTgated an ftitlMf Which is 
making the thousand or mora poatmaa- 
ters of citlea wheti frao delivery is es- 
tablished wrinkle' their brows and in 
many cases, doubtless, to give vent to 
ODprintable laognaga. It ia no leea than 
the Attorney (ieneral for the Postofflce 
Department lias decided that the "forty* 
eight-hour" provision of the current ap- 
propriation bill expires on June 30, and 
after that data letter carriers must be 
workt^d eight hours a dav for six days in 
tbe week, no more, no lees. That means 
that ontfer no circumstances can a car- 
rier be worked more than eight hours a 
day. If be ia out on hia lonta delivering 
letters and finds his eight hbnra are up 
he muat return to the office with bis 
mail and notify the Superintendent of 
Carriara. Tha rontaa ara to ba amnged 
so that the carriers can, by diligent at- 
tention, cover them in eight hours, and 
any caniw found loitering or unneces- 
sarily expending his time will be immedi- 
ately removed from the service. Under 
tha praaant law a oarriar can ba worked 
forty-eight hours a week so that all 
routes are covered, tbe overtime being 
charged in. Under tbe new law, which 
was in force prior to July 1, 1900, mail 
not delivered in eight hours will have to 
go over until the next day. This action 
has upset the schadulaa in «very ofhce in 
the country, and comaa aapeeially hard 
on large offices like New York, Cincin- 
nati, Boston, Chicago and others, where 
tbe graatast difflonlty ia axporienced in 
delivering the mail when the carriers 
can be worked more tlian eight hours a 
day, even though not mora than forty- 
eight hours a week. The authority 
granted to postmasters to employ sub- 
stitutes to assist carriers in completing 
deliveries ia withdrawn. It is possible 
that tbe number of deliveries may be 
cut in the larger cities unless Inefffaaes in 
tha oanriar foioa gia allbwad.

The week was warm, with local show- 
era in tha central and aaatern portiona of 
tha State; in tha weatam portion it was 
vary <lry. As a wholt thaaa OOnditions 
were very favorable. 

The harraating of wheat was nearly 
completed in the western portion under 
very favorable conditions, where the 
yiald will ba up to tbe average and <|ual- 
ity excellent; but in tbe central and 
eastern portions it is not so good. It has 
been injured by the Hessian fly in some 
sections, and during tbe paA week in 
localities it has been blown down and in- 
jured by heavy thunderstorms. Corn 
and tobacco have improved rapidly dur- 
ing tha week. Rye ia fairly good, but 
oata ara abort, althongh they bava im- 
proved considerably. 

Orasa and elovw have mada groat im 
provetnent. Irish potatoes and garden 
truck are quite promising. Apples con 
tinue to drop badly and will be a very 
light crop; other fruits are doing fairly 
well. Peaches are quite promising. 

Farm work has been delayed in some 
aections by heavy local rainsi but is gen- 
erally fairly well up. 

Some very heavy thunderstorms, with 
high windd and hail, occurred in the 
central and north-central portions, doing 
considerable Iiimage to crops, but the 
area atlected was not large, in Owen 
County aaveral head of horaeg were 
killed by lightning.

New York, June Hi — The baccalau- 
reate services of the commencement ex- 
ercises of the Collage of tha City of New 
York was held tO-day In the Episcopal
